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Public Hearing On County 
Budget Friday, Oct. 24 


A public hearing of the 1976 Crawford County 
Budget wil! be held at 7:00 p.m. Friday; October‘24th, 
in the County Building. 

The proposed budget presented to the county 
commissioners by tne finance committee at their 
October session shows a total of $960,365 which 
includes $15,000 federal funds for C.E.T.A. jobs. 

The budget for the county ending in December this 
year totaled $950,000. 

The paired down budget resulted when the county’s 
unvoted tax rate was reduced from 7.10 mills to 6.20 
milis for next year’s budget, Dean Welch, finance 
chairman stated. The nine-tenths of one mill was given 
to the school district instead of the county. 

Below is the function by function table of the 1976 
budget compared to the present years budget. A 
complete breakdown of the operational budget for each 
county office, and other funding appears on page 10 of 
this issue.

So trail in confidence 


Quick now, folks,- answer this 
question: Which is your favorite 
branch of government? Is it federal, 
state or local? 

If you answered that your favorite 
branch of government is that which is 
furthest away—that is,- the federal 
government—then most Americans 
agree with you. 

According to a recent poll by the 
Advisory Commission on’ Intergov- 
ernmenta! Relations, Americans gen- 
erally say they get more for their tax 
money from the federal government 
than from state and local branches 

The federal government was favor- 

ed by 38 percent of those polled, 
while about 25 percent named local 
government and state government 
brought up the rear in confidence 
with only 20 percent. 
- The commission noted that the 38 
percent confidence vote for Uncle 
Sam was higher than the 29 percent 
recorded a year ago, and attributed 
the increase mainly to “the end of the 
Waiergate crisis and the related up- 
swing in public confidence in the 
Presidency.” 

This finding. rankles a littie, of 


course, those of us who subscribe . 


generally to the theory that most ef- 
ficient government is that which is 
closest at. hand. We're in the 
minority, it seems. 


about the grass roots favoring the 
federal government, | came across a 
plea by former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan to cui both federal taxes and 
federal spending. 


Reagan sure sounds like a serious" 


candidate for the White House, and 
his tax-and-spending cut speech in 
Chicago was in the candidacy vein. 

According to the reports | read, 
Reagan proposed a $25 billion federal 
income tax cut next year, and a $90 
billion cut in federal .sspending..He 

‘claimed: nis proposed spending cut 
Would-wipe out-current deficits in 
federal, budgets and still leave 
enough “extra money in the federal 
treasury to reduce the national debt 
by $5 billion. 

So far, the Reagan plan sounds 
fine. But how can such magic be 
done?

Shifting responsibility won't cut 
dovernment snending. The Reagan 
plan only switches the monkey from 
one governmental back to another. 

Even so, it’s unlikely Reagan's 
ideas would be acceptable in Wash- 
ington. 

How do you suppose, for example, 
that the federal government earned 
its place so high in the hearts and the 
confidence of its clientele, as indi- 
cated in the survey cited at the 
beginning of this essay.
